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The Coinage of Venezuela 

By THOMAS W. VOETTER. 

■(Paper read at the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 18 to 23, 1934.) 

There are many countries of Latin America that have more extensive 
coinages than Venezuela, but there are few, if any, of these where less is 
known of certain issues which are mentioned by historians and where ex- 
amples are unknown in collections. 

The monetary history of Venezuela during all but the last few years of 
Spanish domination is simple. There was one large remittance of silver 
coin rninted in Spain, but further exportation of Spanish coins was later 
prohibited. This Spanish money was soon decreased in amount by wear, 
loss and exportation, and the currency situation soon became very difficult. 
Gold dust and pearls became established media of exchange. Fine pearls 
were accepted at the rate one ounce to the ounce of gold, and ordinary 
pearls at the rate one ounce for an ounce of silver, or one Spanish peso. 
After a time the irregular coinages made in Mexico and other American 
mints were introduced and entered readily into circulation. In the latter 
part of the eighteenth century retail merchants in Caracas, and probably in 
other places also, made tokens of lead, copper, and brass, but they were 
received in exchange only by the firms that issued them, and thus were not 
a satisfactory solution for the scarcity of small change. 

The first mint officially established in Venezuela was in November, 1802, 
at Caracas. Landaeta Rosales states that there were coined at this mint in 
1802, 1804, 1805 and 1809, pieces of Yg real and % real, in copper. These 
were of the well-known type used from 1813 to 1821, the design on the 
obverse being a part of the coat of arms of the city of Caracas, a lion re- 
gardant, holding the Cross of Santiago surrounded by an elipse of dots, a 
royal crown surmounting the arms, which were enclosed in a cartouche of 
branches united at the bottom. The i/4 real pieces of this first issue are 
extremely scarce. The reverse design was composed of a monogram of the 
consonants of the word “Venezuela.” The fraction designating the denomi- 
nation was below the monogram. 

The first open opposition to the Spanish authority was in Caracas on the 
19th of April, 1810. The first issue of money by the revolutionists was of 
paper. The bills were of the denominations of 8, 4, 2 and 1 pesos, with 
a card valued at 2 reales. They bore the date of 1811 and also the word- 
ing “Ano 1° de la Republica” (“First year of the Republic”). Some of 
these bills bore autographic signatures of the issuing committee, while in 
others the signatures are printed. 

The first coinage by the republican forces bore the date of 1812 Ven- 
ezuelan writers on numismatics quote a law passed by the Supreme Congress, 
in 1811 providing for a large coinage of copper pieces in the denominations 
of Vs, , V 2 and 1 real. The design of the obverse was to show a condor 
above the Pillars of Hercules, with the inscription, “America Libre.” The 
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quartering of the Spanish arms, i. e., castle-lion instead of lion-castle. In 
the piece of 1818 some dies have the initials of the assayer “S. B.” instead 
of “B. S.” There are at least 20 obverse dies of the 2-real of 1818, 11 of 
the 1819, 7 of the 1820, 4 of the 1820, 7 of 1821, on one of which “Carcas” 
instead of “Caracas” appears, and in this year, as in the copper pieces of 
the same year, the figures “1” in the dates are retrograde. In the 4-real 
piece of 18 20 there are reversed arms as well as the normal type. In these 
pieces there are lines on the obverse below “Caracas” representing the sea. 
As the war progressed and the end of the Spanish power approached the 
wave lines of these coins seem to indicate the progress of the struggle. In 
the pieces of 1817 the lines appear as smooth curves, but the sea seems to 
get rougher and rougher until in the pieces it appears with rough and choppy 
waves. The Spanish operation of the mint at Caracas ended in 1821. 

The Republican government operated the mint in Caracas and coined 
silver ^A-real pieces in 18 21 and 18 22. The obverse design consists of the 
date at the top, “VENEZ” across the middle of the field, and the fraction 
“^4” at the bottom. The reverse was the “19” surrounded by rays. The 
mint was again operated in 1829 and 18 30 to coin ^A-real pieces of the 
cornucopia “C^AS” type. Some Venezuelan writers also state that pesetaa 
(2-real) pieces were coined at this mint in 1830, but as they were unsatis- 
factory their coinage was suspended. 

In The Numismatist several years ago there was printed an inquiry in 
which it was asked why some of the Caracas pieces were coined with the 
rosettes at the sides of the Spanish coat of arms instead of the “F 7.” This 
inquiry cannot be answered by the writer, but, fortunately, one of the pieces 
in his collection gives a little light on this question. This piece is counter- 
stamped over another coin and the underlying coin is a Spanish peseta of 
the Constitutional variety which was first issued in Spain in 1821. While 
the overstamp bears the date of 1818 it is evident that the overstamping 
could not have been before 1821. It was thus finished after the Spanish 
operation of the Caracas mint and must have been made by the republican 
authorities. It may be mentioned that there seem to have been during the 
reign of Ferdinand VII two shades of opinion among the colonists in 
America. One party, if it can be called such, was in favor of separation 
from Spain, but pretended that it was desirable that Ferdinand VII con- 
tinue as titular head of the colony. Another party desired continuation of 
the union with Spain, but were anything but fervent in their admiration of 
Ferdinand VII. Whether this situation had anything to do with the issuing 
of this piece is unknown to the writer. Another explanation may be that 
at the time they were made no engraver was at hand to make new dies and 
that old dies found in the mint were utilized with the modification men- 
tioned. It may be that they were the unsatisfactory pesetas coined in 1830 
mentioned above. 

When these pieces are examined carefully it will be found that at least 
fifty per cent, were countermarked over other coins. Where the under- 
lying can be identified it will be seen that they were of coins from Spanish 
and not from Spanish-American mints. It would thus appear that an effort 
was being made to retire strictly Spanish coins from circulation. During 
the period of the scarcity of currency in Venezuela quantities of piasters 
from Spain were introduced, and as they were of lighter weight than the 
2-real pieces of Spanish-American mints they drove the heavier pieces from 
the country. Their use was considered unsatisfactory and confusing. These 
pesetas without the “F 7” are all of the date of 1818. 

During 19 23 a jeweler of Caracas purchased a hoard of old silver coins,, 
which, from English and French coins found in it, was probably laid aside 
about 1 850. This lot contained over 1500 silver 14 -real pieces. There 
were 676 of the 1829 coinage and 672 of the coinage of 1830. There were 
154 of these two years so badly worn that the date was undistinguishable. 
There were only three or four of the 1821-1822 issue, showing that by 1850 
or thereabouts the earlier pieces had about disappeared from circulation. 
About half of the 1829 coins were examined and 61 distinct varieties of ob- 
verse dies were found. The remaining pieces of 1829 and all of 1830 are 
awaiting examination. The Caracas mint must have been a busy place; 
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during 1829-1830 or else the dies must have been cut in soft metal, needing 
early replacement. 

During part of the period when the mint at Caracas was issuing the pieces 
above mentioned there was coinage at other places in Venezuela. In the 
extreme eastern part of the country the Spanish rule was relatively less 
disturbed than in the sections nearer to Caracas, Frequently cut off from 
the rest of the country through revolutionary activities, the government 
of this section issued its own provisional coinage from 1813 to 1817. The 
obverse design showed a castle, with the inscription: “F. VII. Provincia de 
Gvaiana.” The reverse showed the castle with the fraction indicating the 
value. Of the size of the 14 -real pieces issued at Caracas, these Guaiana 
pieces are most frequently marked y 2 . There are, however, pieces of the 
same size and design with the fraction Vi. At the time the Spanish forces 
at their last stronghold capitulated to the republican forces they had there 
a large stock of these copper pieces. As they would have no value at any 
place, the boxes containing them were emptied by dumping the coins on 
the slopes of the hill, and even now the children who may be playing on 
the hill at Barrancas pick them up as playthings. A gentleman about ten 
years ago asked some children to find some for him and in a short time 
they brought him nearly a hundred, all badly corroded of course. An ex- 
amination of these pieces shows that the issue was as rich in die varieties 
as the issues being made at Caracas at the same time. 

Other places of coinage mentioned by Manuel Landaeta Rosales in an 
article published in “El Universal,” of Caracas, April 5, 1912, are: 

Maracaibo, in 1813, by the royalists, in copper and silver, the denomina- 
tions unknown. 

Merida, in 1813, by the royalists, in silver, the denomination unknown. 
Margarita issued coins in 1816, by patriots, of the value of real. The 
coins were believed to have been made abroad. 

Mention has been made of an issue at Barcelona during this period, but 
no further particulars are available. 

General Jose Antonio Paez issued base silver coins in Apure in 1817. 
Vidal y Quadras, in his catalog, mentions a piece attributed by him to 
Valencia, Venezuela, but this issue is not mentioned by Venezuelan writers. 

Of all these issues accurate descriptions are lacking and specimens authen- 
tically attributed are extremely rare or unknown. In addition, references 
are made to the coinage of silver 1-real pieces in Caracas by the republicans 
in 1813. It will be seen that there is still a field for study. 

There is some information available regarding the issue made by General 
Paez. In his autobiography that general states: 

“There we found ourselves in the greatest misery. To camp all those 
people who had placed themselves under my protection we had to con- 
struct houses, since the rainy season was approaching, and as the emi- 
grants were accustomed to the comforts of city life it was necessary to 
provide them with some shelter. Also there were among them many 
helpless through age and illness without counting the women and child- 
ren. I then issued a decree ordering that the immigrants deliver to me 
all the silver that they possessed, to be returned to them coined and 
stamped, and just there a silversmith of Barinas, named Juan de Jesus 
Anzola, made a die and converted into money all the metal that those 
citizens brought with them when they were obliged to leave their 

homes.” ^ 

This issue of money by Paez did not meet with the approval of Simon 
Bolivar, the Supreme Commander, as he issued next year the following 
decree: 

“Simon Bolivar, Supreme Chief, etc.. Having ended the critical and 
extraordinary circumstances in which General Paez, deprived of re- 
sources in the Province of Barinas, isolated and without conventional 
medium of exchange for business, was obliged to coin money with the 
design, although very imperfect, of the macuquina which caused the 
fall of the Government of Venezuela in the second epoch of the re- 
public, and desiring to avoid the circulation of a money that can be 
easily counterfeited and with which the country would be flooded, also 
as it lacks the weight and fineness necessary, has seen well to decree, 
and decrees the following: 
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“Article 1. The money coined in the Province of Barinas shall not 
circulate in the other Provinces of the Republic due to the fact that it 
lacks the fineness, the weight, and perfection of design. 

“Article 2. In that province as well as in the others of the Republic 
circulation is prohibited of other money besides the gold and silvei 
with milled edge, the macuquina of the old Spanish usage, and the 
macuquina coined in Caracas in the second epoch of the Republic. 

“Article 3. In spite of the dispositions of the preceding article, and 
in benefit of the credit of the Province of Barinas, and to avoid the 
losses to individuals who possess the money mentioned in Article 1, 
this money will circulate within that Province until it is redeemed by 
the Government. 

“Let it be published, affixed and circulated to the authorities con- 
cerned, and inserted in the Gazette. Headquarters at Angostura, June 
18, 1818. BOLIVAR.” 

The Supreme Chief was not the only one that did not approve of this 
coinage at Barinas. The following extract from a private letter of the time, 
written from Achaguas, may be of interest: 

“There was a mint here, and in Caujaral also, as I have said to you 
before. That Paez circulated an order that all these inhabitants should 
present all the Gothic (Spanish) money that they possessed to manu- 
facture it anew in the models of the fatherland, and that it should cir- 
culate instead of that of the Republic. This intimation was accom- 
panied by some threats by way of persuasion, such as shooting the diso- 
bedient or other similar bagatelle. Fear and the hope of receiving 
again, as they offered, free silver instead of depressed silver, made the 
greater part of these simple folk untie the nots of their bundles and 
deliver the emblems of Gothism to the director of the establishment, 
who would be, to say the least, some member not unimportant of the 
government of Apure. So it was that they gathered in much, and in 
effect they coined much, thanks to the lead, the copper and other min- 
erals, and to our unfortunate lenders they left them without Gothic or 
Republican silver, neither gave them bad or good expectations, nor have 
they again spoken to them of this matter up to this time, in spite of 
their reclamations. I send you a sample of the money, so that you can 
make public to your friends, and they may see how there is a cross, 
columns and castles, or things that look like them, hieroglyphics which 
certainly not very republican. Each one of these coins is worth two 
reales in the empire of Paez, but two inches outside of there is does not 
circulate. And in the truth that the coin has a 2 on each, yet in addi- 
tion to being a mixture of a half dozen metals fourteen weigh an ounce. 
The inventor of this method of making money will not be weary from 
his invention, nor will the strangers who come to Guayana on the fame 
of the riches which they offer them until they rob them, when they 
find themselves paid from time to time with a few coins which no 
physicist will know in which branch of mineralogy he should classify 
them.” 

General Bolivar in 1919 despatched Captain Bolivar with clothing and 
money to relieve suffering in Barinas. The following is found in O’Leary’s 
work with reference to this in a note from General Soublette to General 
Bolivar: 

It has occurred to me later to make to Your Excellency the following 
observation: If the fifty thousand pesos which Captain Bolivar is taking 
are in money coined in Maracaibo and generaly called “Lanza,” his 
taking them is useless, because they do not circulate in the Province 
of Barinas, where they have always been rejected. There the only 
money which circulates is that coined by General Paez, and called 
Yagual, the old coinage of Caracas, and very little of that coined in 
Merida. 

The collector of the above extracts which I have translated, Manuel Lan- 
daeta Rosales, had a representative collection of Venezuelan coins and 
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medals, but it was not preserved. It has been stated that his silver pieces 
were sold by weight to a silversmith for melting. 

The history of the older Venezuelan coinage comes to a close with the 
coinage of 1830. No further coinage was made in Venezuela until 1886. 
At this place I will mention a copper piece obtained from a silversmith in 
Caracas in 1912 among a lot of common coppers. It is of thin copper 29mm. 
in diameter. The principal design is a canoe with two men paddling and 
one steering. Around the edge is the inscription: “Margarita Perla Pre- 
ciosa.” The reverse has the inscription around the rim: “D. F. DIA 4 DE 
MAIO 1810.” In a ring of seven stars there is the figure “4.” The island 
of Margarita was the center of insurrectionary feeling against Spain. The 
date on the coin would be shortly after news would reach there of the in- 
dependence movement in Caracas on April 19, 1810. The piece may have 
been a medal, but from its size, about that of the Spanish 4-maravedi piece, 
and the fact that the numeral “4“ appears on it, it seems possible that this 
coin was one of the first issued by the patriots in Venezuela. 

The later coinage of Venezuela shows evidence of the machine age. Cop- 
per was coined abroad in 1843, 1852, 1858, 1862 and 18 63. Those for 184 3 
were designed by Wyon and bore initials W. W. below the head. Those of 
18 5 2 were in two sizes. Those of 1858 and later bear the name: “Heaton” 
on the truncation of the neck. In 18 58 there was an importation of silver 
coins of the values of 5, 2, 1 and 1/2 reales. There is a curious error on 
the smaller piece where the die sinker has engraved the fraction 1 in- 
stead of V 2 - 

In 18 63 General Jose Antonio Paez was President of Venezuela, the same 
man who had issued the coinage in Rarinas in 1817. He ordered in Europe 
a coinage in large quantities in the denominations of 10, 4, 2, 1 and 
reales in silver, and 2 and 1 centavos in copper. The costs were to be paid 
when the coins arrived in Venezuela. The coinage was duly shipped and 
the steamer bearing it arrived at La Guaira, but by that time the govern- 
ment of Paez had fallen and his political enemies were in power. As one 
Venezuelan author states, the new government refused to pay the bills, so 
the coinage was again taken to Europe by the same steamer. The coins 
bore the bust of Paez, and no doubt that influenced the new government in 
its decision. These coins occasionally come on the market called “essays,” 
but that is hardly the proper word to use where the pieces were actually 
coined for circulation. 

A new design for silver coins was adopted in 187 3, with sizes, weights 
and fineness that of the Latin Monetary Union. This design continues until 
the present time, with the exception that in 1873, 1874 and 187 6 pieces of 
the weight of half a five-franc piece were made instead of the 2-franc size. 

Coinage of gold for Venezuela began with a 5-boliviano piece in 1875. 
This was the only year in which this denomination was coined. It was 
equivalent to 2 5 francs. The gold coins authorized later have been pieces 
of 100, 50, 20, 10 and 5 bolivars, but of these only pieces of 100 and 20 
bolivares have been made for general circulation, though a few of the other 
denominations have been coined as essays. In 1931, to commemorate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the death of Simon Bolivar, many pieces of 
the 10 bolivares denomination were made. The gold coins are similar to 
the silver pieces in design, with the exception that the head of Bolivar faces 
left instead of to the right. The 100-bolivares piece was coined only for 
fo«^-y«ars £rom 18&6 to 1889j in a mint established at Caracas and in opera- 
tion only during those four years. The lOTT-holivar pieces, as^ welL^ Hie 
20-bolivares pieces made in the same years, were coined from a particularly 
soft gold and have disappeared from circulation through the activities of 
Venezuelan dentists, who have found in them the best available supply of 
material for their work. The 5 bolivianos pieces are generally found dis- 
colored with purple ink placed there by bankers in order to readily distin- 
guish them from the lighter 20-bolivares pieces of the same diameter. 

Besides what might be termed the official currency of Venezuela, the 
circulating medium has been increased by many issues of store cards, and 
about every large hacienda issued tokens of various sizes and shapes for 
the payment of their laborers and for use in hacienda stores. 

There have also been several issues for the leper colony on Providencia 
Island near Maracaibo. Merchants also cut centavos into halves and quart- 
ers to make small change.

Some Interesting Commemorative Coins 

By DAVID M. BULLOWA. 

(Paper read at a meeting of the New York Numismatic Club, October 12, 1934.) 

When mention of commemorative coins is made in American numismatic 
circles one is prone to think of the series issued by the United States alone. 
This is, however, a very incomplete picture of the commemorative coins 
which have seen the light of day, and of those which have been struck a far 
greater number have come from the Old World. United States commernora- 
tives have not yet been issued for even fifty years, but the future continua- 
tion of this series looks very probable, and there is every reason to believe 
that new issues will be an improvement over some of the previous more 
unfortunate issues, of which the Sesqui-Centennial issue is typical. Al- 
though the American series is a very interesting one, and some examples 
from this series are here as representative, nevertheless the majority of 
the pieces are European issues. 

I have tried wherever possible to choose pieces which have some current- 
day interest and, where possible, to connect them with this evening’s topic. 
I have limited myself to those specimens which comprise part of my collec- 
tion, and I exhibit them simultaneously herewith. 

The first piece which came to mind when I thought of bringing together 
a few of the outstanding commemorative pieces was the Italian 20-lire com- 
memorative piece of 19 28, marking the tenth anniversary of the armistice. 
The inscription is of special interest in that it is indicative of the Fascist 
way of doing things. The obverse of the coin has on it the portrait of King 
Victor Emanuele III, and the reverse has a fasces with a lion’s head in it; 
above, ITALIA. The fasces also bears the dates 1918-1928, and the Year 
6 of Fascism. In the lower field is the inscription: “Meglio vivere un giorno 
da leone che cento anni da pecora” (“Better to live one day as a lion than 
an hundred years as a sheep’’). 

Coins seldom have on them as entire a philosophy of life as has this piece. 
Proverbs are often found, but statements as aggressive as this are unusual; 
only the piece which I shall next discuss is more provocative in its inscrip- 
tion. 

The German 5-mark piece marking the evacuation of the Rheinland is the 
piece to which I make reference. The obverse shows an eagle standing on 
a bridge, with the inscription around the edge: “Der Rhein Deutschlands 
fiuss, nicht Deutschland's Grenze’’ (“The Rhine is Germany’s river not 
Germany’s border’’). Thus in a phrase is Germany making clear to France 
her Western policy concerning the extent to which her borders will be ex- 
tended. A piece such as this is necessarily noteworthy because of the inter- 
national friction which it creates. The Italian piece is intended to create 
Austrian interest, and this piece is solely for France’s benefit. Perhaps the 
entire world should take notice of it. Italy and Germany do not care to 
feel that other nations are restricting their power. Inscriptions such as 
these give vent to their nationalistic feelings and perhaps indicate what 
may be expected of them in the future. Germany and Italy are in a sense 
both defeated powers of the World War; Germany in the pure military sense, 
and Italy in the subsequent diplomatic negotiations at Versailles. The 
desire which is expressed on these coins is that of power; to be a world 
power and to command respect is the end which these nations seek. And 
that these ends may be gained by force is a factor which these coins do not 
even attempt to disguise with their polemic inscriptions. It is also important 
to note tnat views have changed since this German piece was struck in 1930. 
In that year Germany believed the Rhine was her river and not her frontier, 
but in 193 4 Great Britain claimed the Rhine as her frontier. 

In the United States series I include the St. Louis Exposition gold dollar 
of 19 03 with the portrait of William McKinley as being of exceptional in- 
terest. This coin was intended to be the first to bear the portrait of a living 
person that was authorized by the Congress. But, unfortunately, such was 
not to be the case, as President McKinley was shot before the coin made its 
appearance, and at the time of the exposition Theodore Roosevelt was Presi- 
dent. 

The first coin authorized by the Congress to bear the portrait of a living 
person was the Alabama Centennial issue of 1819-1919, which made its 
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appearance in 1921. The first Governor of Alabama, Bibb, and the Gover- 
nor at the time of the celebration, Kilby, were portrayed. It was not until 
1926, with the Sesqui-Centennial celebration issue, that the first coin ap- 
peared with a portrait on it of President Calvin Coolidge, the first living 
President to be thus honored. 

A piece which commands some attention because of the confusion which 
it created and which it still continues to create, notwithstanding the fact 
that the very purpose of its appearance was to eliminate confusion, is the 
piece which I now bring to your attention. Between 18 63 and 1871 the 
Free Imperial City of Bremen had several commemorative issues struck. 
The unusual thing about some of the pieces which comprise this issue is 
the fact that beneath the key coat of arms of the city, the words “Ein 
Thaler Gold” appear. It is very seldom that one finds an inscription de- 
noting value in gold on silver coins, as this particular piece certainly has. 
The denominations are often written in terms of a greater weight or larger 
and more valuable unit, which is the basis of reckoning in the country. 
Explanation of the inscription on this piece may be found by weighing the 
coins of this issue and comparing them with those of the usual or ‘‘Con- 
vention of 1857” thalers, which have their weight and value written as one- 
thirtieth of a pound fine (or XXX E. P. F. ) . These pieces are known as 
Vereinsthalers, in that all the states of Germany, aggravated by a confused 
system, agreed, to create a monetary union, and issue uniform thalers 
which would circulate throughout Germany and which would be known as 
Union or Vereinsthalers. Bremen, however, broke from this convention and 
issued “gold thalers” that were slightly heavier and worth approximately 
three groschen more. The purpose of their change was to place the silver 
thaler coinage on a parity with the gold coins then used, which were the 
value of the Louis d’or, and on the basis of the heavier thaler the existing 
Louis d’or was equally divisible. 

In the commemorative series, because of the special designs aside from 
the regular issue, one seldom finds pieces that are similar, despite the fact 
that one cause may be the occasion for striking coins in several countries. 
The German-speaking peoples in Austria and in Germany found the Walther 
von der Vogelweide celebration such an occasion in 1930. The Austrian 
2-schilling piece with the usual coat of arms on the reverse appeared, and 
had on the obverse the great Minnesinger and his harp. This same obverse 
was used on the German 3-mark piece of the same date, but with the Ger- 
man eagle displayed for the reverse. This mutual celebration was for the 
700th anniversary of the death of the great singer, 1230-19 30. 

It is also very seldom that a commemorative coin is found marking the 
extinction of a state. Many coins commemorate the union of parts or the 
separation of countries, or even their establishment (although this is more 
usually done in the medallic form). There is an instance where a coin was 
struck to mark the disappearance of an once independent state as of a given 
date. The coin to which I make reference is that of the absorption of 
Waldeck by Prussia as of 1 April, 1929. Waldeck has not been of recent 
years a prolific source of numismatic material, but such as it was, it is now 
over. During the empire (1871-1918) Waldeck had but one coin struck, 
and that was of a commemorative nature. This piece was struck in 1903 
in Berlin (mint mark A) to mark the tenth anniversary of the reign of 
Prince Frederick of Waldeck and Pyrmont, who had become the Prince in 
1893. Thus the complete numismatic history of Waldeck is presented cov- 
ering over half a century in two issues. The first a partial commemora- 
tive, and the second a regular eomin^Tnorative marking its demise politi- 
cally and numismatically. 

The largest coin struck in the Western hemisphere seems worthy of some 
comment, not only because of its size but also because of its rarity. The 
piece was struck by Brazil to commemorate the 4 0 0th anniversary of the 
discovery of Brazil by Pedro Alvarez Cabral in 1500, and is therefore com- 
memorative of the period of the topic of the evening. The obverse of the 
coin shows the full-view portrait of this daring navigator and explorer, and 
the reverse displays the coat-of-arms of Brazil and Portugal, the mother 
country. The value of the piece is 4000 reis, and it was struck in Rio de 
Janiero. It is an outstanding piece, and is most impressive in that its size 
indicates that it might be of the period of the large seventeenth century 
multiple thalers of Germany, but its date reveals that it was struck in the 
first year of our own century. 
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“Herculi Romano Augustus”

(Read before the Bronx Coin Club to accompany an exhibit of coins of 

Commodus.) 

Historians frequently repeat that the coins of the ancients which have 
been preserved for us in buried hoards are valuable evidence for the con- 
struction of ancient history. They are tangible witnesses to the victories 
and celebrations and to innumerable matters of importance to the state and 
to the people. 

Among the coins of Commodus, who was emperor of Rome from A. D. 
180 to 193, there are several varieties which bear witness to the plight of 
the Roman people during the reign of this unworthy prince. They are the 
coins which refer to the emperor as “Hercules.” On one type the portrait 
of the ruler appears with his name and titles on the obverse. On the re- 
verse is the full figure of the emperor represented as Hercules, holding a 
club and the lion’s skin, two of the attributes of this most celebrated of 
all heroes of antiquity. His right arm is extended over a standard of mili- 
tary armor, alluding possibly to the emperor’s skill at arms. On another 
type (illustrated below) the emperor appears donned in the lion skin, as 
does Hercules on the well-known coins of Alexander the Great. The in- 
scriptions “HERCULI ROMANO AUGUSTUS” confirm the emperor’s proc- 
lamations of his divine capacity. 

The Greeks often compared their rulers to the gods. The Roman August!, 
however, previous to the appearance of these particular coins in A. D. 191, 
had only sometimes delicately hinted that they had divine qualities. Not 



one was possessed of the temerity to openly declare it on his coins and 
medals. It remained for Commodus to violate the decent restriction and to 
impiously demand that he be worshipped as a divinity. Great emperors of 
the Romans were sometimes consecrated as gods, but that was only after 
their death. 

Upon the investigation of the reason for this profanity of Roman custom, 
we are brought to face a character so loathsome and so detestable that he 
has earned the just damnation of his contemporaries and of history. 

Commodus was the son of Marcus Aurelius, the great and benevolent 
philosopher emperor of the Romans. The noble character of Marcus was 
loved and revered by his people, and his passing in 180 A. D. closes the 
golden age of the Antonines. His stoic meditations are still widely read 
after seventeen centuries. 

But the great scholars whom Marcus had provided for his son and suc- 
cessor were heard by their pupil with disdain and disgust, whilst the future 
emperor delighted in applying himself to the perfection of his dexterity and 
skill with darts and javelins. 

Commodus was 19 years old when he became emperor, but it was not 
long before he showed that his character was void of sympathy and every 
human virtue. Thousands of Rome’s most valuable and respected citizens 
were executed on feeble pretexts to gratify the madman’s lust for blood. 
Affairs of state were subordinated to the emperor’s exercise of his skill in 
the arena. The art of the gladiator was honored and the art of government 
despised. Commodus flattered himself that he possessed the strength and 
courage of Hercules, and the club and lion’s hide were placed beside the 
throne as ensigns of sovereignty. He degraded his high offices in the Roman 
state and religion by consorting with common gladiators. According to 
Gibbon, the emperor fought 735 gladiatorial combats, and many a com- 
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batant died honored by a mortal wound received from the blade of the 
emperor. He demonstrated his skill by killing tens of thousands of wild 
beasts for the amusement of the populace. It sounds incredible, but it is 
fact that African lions infested the countryside and villages. It was de- 
creed a criminal offence incurring heavy penalties to kill the royal game, 
even in self-defence. 

The “Herculi Romano” coins are echoes of the low ebb to which the em- 
perorship had sunk under this most contemptible of humans. They are 
another reminder that sovereign and dictatorial powers have too often fallen 
to the lot of men whose vicious characters have disqualified them to admin- 
ister the greatest trust in a civilized state. 


Territorial Gold — The Bechtler Coinage

(Paper read before the Detroit Coin Club, October 18, 1934.) 

In my attempt to discuss territorial and private issues of gold in the 
United States I wish to state that with the exception of Ephraim Brasher, 
a New York jeweler, who in the year of 1787 coined the Brasher doubloon, 
the coinage of these private issues began in this country not much earlier 
than the year 1831. The mines of North Carolina and Georgia were at that 
time the largest producers of gold in this country, and it was in North Caro- 
lina that these first important private issues of gold were coined. 

At first much of the gold mined in North Carolina was shipped to Europe, 
some, of course, was manufactured into jewelry, and it appears evident that 
a portion of it was used as a medium of exchange in the various gold-pro- 
ducing areas. The important localities of this gold-producing area were 
located in Rutherford county, and until the time of the California gold dis- 
covery in 1848 this section of the United States remained a gold-producing 
center of real consequence. 

Due to conditions existing prior to 1838, little of the Southern gold had 
been shipped to the United States mint. Transportation facilities were ex- 
tremely poor, as stage coach and horseback constituted about the only means 
of shipping this precious metal. Inasmuch as the distance to Philadelphia 
was too great, and as the trails or roads were rough and hazards many, it is 
only logical to assume that these North Carolina pioneers deemed it wiser 
to continue using gold dust as a medium of exchange rather than face the 
dangers that might be involved in taking their gold to the Government mint. 

It was in 1830 that Christopher Bechtler, accompanied by two of his sons, 
Augustus and Charles, and a nephew, Christopher Bechtler, Jr., came to 
Rutherfordton, North Carolina. The Bechtlers were natives of Germany, 
where Christopher Bechtler, Sr., and Augustus had earned the reputation 
of being expert jewelers, metallurgists and gunsmiths. The Bechtlers were 
established in Rutherfordton a comparatively short time when the elder 
Bechtler, who had opened a jewelry store in the community, realized the 
need for a circulating medium other than gold dust. 

Under the existing conditions of this period it appears that business deals, 
and especially transactions with the bank, were made extremely difficult. 
It also annears that Con gr ess had been requested to favor the establishment 
of a branch mint in this section, biR ap^reiitly iiD f a v o r able a c tion wa s 
taken by the Government in response to this appeal until 1835, at which 
time authorization was given for the establishment of a mint at Charlotte. 
This mint did not begin coining, however, until 183 7. With the above facts 
in mind, and having the encouragement and support of many of the influen- 
tial men of this region, Christopher Bechtler, Sr., began preparations for 
the coining of gold. 

It was necessary, of course, to first manufacture the machinery and dies, 
and it appears that the Bechtlers did this work. With the completion of 
his workshop and machinery, “ads” were inserted in certain North Carolina 
newspapers, announcing that Christopher Bechtler, Sr., was prepared to coin 
at his establishment, three and one-half miles north of Rutherfordton, the 
gold of North Carolina and Georgia mines into two-and-one-half and five- 
dollar gold pieces. 
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In the same newspapers in which these “ads” appeared much publicity 
was given in the regular news columns to Mr. Bechtler and his scheme for 
coining gold. He was described as a man of strict honesty and with the 
necessary skill and genius to manufacture the gold of the mines into coin. 
To make his effort a success, the public was requested to have the utmost 
confidence in Mr. Bechtler, and a wish was expressed that the public con- 
fidence would not be disappointed in regard to him as it had with some others 
who had attempted the coinage of gold under similar conditions. 

The first coins struck by the Bechtlers were the $2.50 and $5 varieties. 
Although the $1 denomination was struck at a later date, the distinction of 
coining the first one-dollar gold pieces ever struck in the United States be- 
longs to the Bechtlers, as the regular United States gold dollars were not 
released for circulation until 1 84 9. 

While only three denominations of Bechtler coins were struck, they con- 
stitute an extremely wide variety. The earlier coins were undated, but 
many of the later coins were dated 1834. There was a reduction in the gold 
standard of all United States gold coins during that year, and the Bechtlers 
changed their own standard to conform with the regular issues. To differ- 
entiate between the early Bechtler coins and the later issues, those coined 
after the change in standard were dated 1834. 

Early Bechtler coins of the same denominations were often of different 
sizes and weights, due to the fact that the exact amount of gold was used 
to make these coins assay up to a uniform standard or value. Gold from 
one sejction being inferior to that of another section and containing more 
foreign metal, consequently made heavier coins, as these natural alloys 
were often allowed to remain. We also find a variation of color in Bechtler 
coins for the same reason. Gold mined in Georgia was invariably of a very 
bright yellow and of an exceedingly high standard, which required the addi- 
tion of alloys. The gold mined in some portions of the North Carolina 
mountain range was usually dull in color, due to its association with more 
foreign metal. 

As stated before, there are many varieties of Bechtler coins, far too many 
for me to attempt to give details or die varieties at this particular time. I 
have, however, a few specimens from my own collection with me tonight, and 
your inspection of these coins will undoubtedly prove more satisfactory than 
any description I might make in regard to them. You will notice that there 
are three distinct types of the one dollar denomination. These are stamped 
27 G., 28 G., and 30 G., indicating, of course, 27 grains, 28 grains, and 30 
grains. 

The 3 0-grain dollar is probably the first type struck by Christopher 
Bechtler and is considered a rare variety. Obverse, 3 0 G. in the field, the 
name C. Bechtler and Rutherf. Reverse, N. Carolina Gold and the word 
Dollar, the word ONE in center of field. The 28-grain dollar was also 
coined by C. Bechtler, and on the observe of this specimen we find the name 
Bechtler and Rutherf, 28 G. in the field with a star before the numeral 2. 
Reverse, ONE in the field with the letter N in the word One inverted and a 
star after the letter E. The name Carolina below the field and the word 
Dollar above. The 27-grain dollar was issued by A. Bechtler, and this par- 
ticular type appears quite common. Obverse, A. Bechtler and Dol., large 
numeral 1. in center of field. Reverse, the inscription, Carolina Gold. 27 G. 
in field and 21 C. below. 

There are also a number of varieties of the $2.50 denomination, but the 
undated specimens and those bearing the word Assayer are considered the 
rarest. I have an uncirculated specimen of this denomination with me 
which might be described as follows: Obverse, Bechtler above, 2 50 in the 
field, and Rutherf below. Reverse, Georgia Gold above, 64 G. in the field, 
22 in lower portion of field, and word Carats below. The $5 coins, of which 
there are several varieties, are all rare, and some excessively rare, bringing 
premiums as high as $1500 or more. I have three varieties of the $5 
denomination with me tonight, but none of these are of the excessively rare 
types. One specimen, however, marked Georgia Gold, 128 Gr., 22 Carats 
and undated is considered a very rare specimen. 

Inasmuch as vast quantities of Bechtler coins were struck, it may 
seem very strange that these coins are so rare today. With the establish- 
ment of a mint in Charlotte in 1837, many individuals with quantities of 
Bechtler coins had them minted into U. S. coins. With the establishment of 
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a banking system in North Carolina, all Bechtler coinage passing through 
these institutions found their way to the nearest mint to be eventually re- 
coined. Between 1850 and 1860 thousands of people of North Carolina and 
Tennessee emigrated westward, and with them went much of the Bechtler 
coinage. 

Going back to the Bechtlers, I might add that, true to his trust, the 
senior Bechtler had established a reputation for honesty and fair dealing. 
His maxim was that honesty was the best policy. It has been said that 
country people came to him with their rough gold, and all transactions were 
conducted as simply as those at the grist mill where the miller deducts the 
toll for the grist he has manufactured. After the death of C. Bechtler, in 
1842, the son, Augustus, continued minting operations as well as a jewelry 
and gunsmith business. He remained in the coinage business for about 
one year, however, being succeeded by his cousin, Christopher Bechtler, Jr. 
Augustus had also established an honorable reputation, and continued in 
the jewelry business until the time of his death in 1846. 

Christopher Bechtler, Jr., was also an experienced metal worker, but it 
has been stated that he did not possess the conscientious scruples of his 
uncle and cousin. That he did not adhere to the same high standards of his 
uncle appears evident from a report to the President of the United States, 
made by R. M. Patterson, Director of the U. S. Mint, in which he stated that 
frequent assays made of C. Bechtler, Jr., coinage showed these pieces to be 
below the nominal value marked upon them. This, of course, made it more 
advantageous for the miner to take his gold to the private coiner rather 
than to the United States mint. Christopher Bechtler moved to Spartans- 
burg in 1850, and so ended Bechtler coinage. I made no mention of Charles 
Bechtler or his activities, as it appears that he died shortly after coming to 
this country. 

The Bechtlers, especially, Christopher Bechtler, Sr., and Augustus, had 
contributed a great deal to the economic life of North Carolina. There 
existed at the time, an urgent demand for gold coinage, and the Bechtlers 
satisfied that demand in a very conscientious manner. That these men, 
apparently, died in poverty should be further evidence of their integrity and 
honesty. The Bechtler home stood on the present Rutherfordton-Marion 
Highway, about four miles north of Rutherfordton. It was here that the 
elder Bechtler did his work as a mint master. During the years that the 
Bechtlers operated this mint there were no regulations or Federal laws 
against the minting of gold or silver, but the coining of copper by individuals 
or private concerns was prohibited. From 1831 to 18 40 it is estimated that 
the Bechtlers coined nearly two and a quarter million dollars’ worth of gold 

Bechtler coins were accepted without question in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia. At the beginning of the Civil 
War the Confederacy issued currency, but no gold to guarantee it, and as a 
result Bechtler coins in the South were carefully hoarded. Many contracts 
of the sixties specified Bechtler coins rather than Confederate currency as a 
consideration. Bechtler coins were not pieces of beautiful workmanship, 
but, on the contrary, were more or less crude in appearance and design; they 
bore no device which was in any way emblematic of a national character. 
Many of the Bechtler coins we see appear to be bent or dented, probably 
the result of having been struck from defective dies. In regard to the 
purity of Bechtler coins, no official guarantee was ever given by the United 
aJlhough. an invLestigationjwas made of the Bechtler mint in 1834 by 
the Government. Finding that the Bechtler coins ^^re dTa higher standard: 
than the regular issues, and realizing the necessity of such coinage, no action 
was taken against the coiners. 

The Bechtlers not only coined money but manufactured all sorts of 
jewelry, watch chains, brooches, cuff links and trinkets. In many cases 
collectors have paid large sums to obtain these articles. As stated before, 
the Bechtlers were also gunsmiths, and it has been said that in 183 2 they 
invented a device to fire a rifle at the rate of ten shots per minute. Not 
many of these were manufactured, however, but the limited number pro- 
duced were quickly purchased by those who desired the latest in firearms. 

This is all I can say of the Bechtlers, but I hope to have, in the near 
future, the pleasure to continue this paper on territorial gold, at which time 
I shall endeavor to relate the discovery of gold in California, also private 
coinages of California, Oregon, Utah, and Colorado.

THK COM.KCTIOX OK GUAM) DUKE (iEOI{(JE OF RUSSIA.

ROME, Nov. 15. — Behind iron-shuttered windows of their villa at 1 Via 
Bertolini here tonight, which is also guarded by special police loaned by 
the Italian Government, Grand Duchess Marie of Russia and her present 
husband. Admiral Pericles Joannides, Greek war hero, are checking over the 
30,000,000 lire (about $2,500,000) coins and medals which were the former 
property of Grand Duke George of Russia, cousin of the last Czar. 

Tomorrow the famous collection will be taken from Grand Duchess Marie’s 
villa and deposited in the vaults of a Roman bank and left there until the 
duchess returns from England, where she goes tomorrow to attend the wed- 
ding of her niece, Princess Marina of Greece to Prince George, Duke of Kent, 
fourth son of King George. 

Three wooden cases, weighing half a ton, containing the precious collec- 
tion of gold, silver and iron medals and coins, arrived in Rome today from 
Belgrade under a guard of Italian carabineers and were taken from the 
customs to Grand Duchess Marie’s house through Roman streets without the 
populace being aware of the shipment. The transport was carefully super- 
vised by Admiral Joannides. 

Behind the delivery here today lies the drama of the 16 years’ fight waged 
by the grand duchess to obtain the famous collection of her first husband 
and also a chapter in the tragedy of the Russian royal family. 

The collection is known as part of the famous “Treasure of Cattaro’’ from 
the fact that it was hastily brought from Crimea to the Jugo-Slavia port of 
Cattaro (Kotor) by General Peter Wrangel, who was a Russian general in 
1919 after the Bolshevik revolution, and has medals and coins which date 
back as far as the ninth century, though most are of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. 

Grand Duchess Marie, who has lived in Rome for many years, is a sister 
of the ill-fated King Constantine of Greece and a sister-in-law of Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Leeds (Princess Anastasia). Marie married Grand Duke George 
Michailovitch of Russia in 1900. Duke George was shot by the Bolsheviks 
in 1919 and three years later Maria married Rear Admiral Joannides in 
Munich. 

The grand duchess waged an unceasing flight to obtain her first hus- 
band’s precious collection, the story of whose strange peregrinations across 
Europe to their final deposit in Rome is something as follows: 

Grand Duke George was a noted numismatist and labored years to collect 
his medals and coins. In the summer of 1914, when he left Petrograd for 
a summer’s vacation, he deposited them in the bank called Sudnaia Kasna. 
The war broke out in August while the grand duke was away, and the bank, 
for greater safety, sent the collection along with the deposits of jewels and 
valuable of many other famous Russian families to Southern Russia. 

Here they remained for several years. The Bolshevik revolution broke 
out and the Reds confiscated all the jewels and valuables of nobles they 
could find to back their new currency. For that reason the White General 
Wrangel, after his defeat and retreat through Crimea, carried away with 
him all the jewels and collections which had been stored away by Russian 
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aristocrats in Southern Russia through the Bank Sudnaia Kasna and escaped 
with them to Cattaro, Jugo-Slavia. Previously, however, to his escape he 
had sold some jewels and valuables to sustain his army. 

The rest were left at Cattaro under the custody of the Jugo-Slav Govern- 
ment and finally transported to Belgrade, where a special commission was 
set up by the late King Alexander to take charge of them and as far as pos- 
sible to return them to their former owners. Belgrade even today is full 
of White Russian refugees. 

The diflftculty was that many former owners did not save their certifi- 
cates of deposit, so the custody committee had difficulty in determining the 
authenticity of ownership claims. 

Many deposits of jewels and valuables, however, were restored and helped 
to keep alive homeless White Russian refugees in Belgrade. 

Grand Duchess Marie’s claims to her husband’s collection of coins and 
medals were especially complicated. Rival interests claimed Grank Duke 
George donated his collection to the Petrograd Museum, which, in turn, had 
deposited them in the bank at the beginning of the war. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment also laid claim to the collection. 

Belgrade courts a few weeks before King Alexander’s assassination de- 
cided the collection belonged to Grand Duchess Marie after years of con- 
test. The delivery was delayed by the King’s assassination. 

The grand duchess today said she would reconstitute and catalog the 
collection, but did not know what further disposition she would make of it.

Mr. Mosher, of Buffalo, read an interesting letter from another hobbyist, 
this person claiming to be the champion soap-bubble blower. Mr. Bauer 
then told of his recent selling of his American collection and how he found 
his greatest pleasure in collecting over the period of years. He invited any 
member present to ask questions relating to his collection, which he would 
gladly answer. 

After a very spirited auction, which was put in catalogue form and con- 
sisted of practically all types of numismatic material, the meeting broke up 
with all members planning on attending another joint meeting again.

FRAXCK TO MIXT GOLD INTO lOO-FRAXO ( OIXS. 

Lewis Germain-Martin, French Finance Minister, has announced that the 
Government approved the minting of gold coins of 100 francs each if they 
were withheld from circulation temporarily to prevent international hoarders 
from draining them from France. Despite this reservation, which means 
that 1,000,000,000 francs of the Bank of France’s gold stock will merely be 
changed from bars into coins, considerable importance is attached to the 
proposal. 

Proponents of the measure, which has been sponsored each year for three 
years by Deputy Francois de Ramel, contend that such coinage would dem- 
onstrate to the French public and the world that France will stay on gold 
and keep the present value of the franc unchanged. Coinage was provided 
for in the monetary law of June 25, 1925, but was not put into effect be- 
cause of the French tendency to hoard coins. It was provided that 10,000,000 
10 0-franc coins of six grams gold each would be minted. 

Deputy de Ramel has noAv received approval from the commission and the 
Government for the necessary credit to carry out this provision and it will 
^rm part of the budget submitted to Parliament at the forthcoming session. 
Deputy de Ramel contended that Frenchmen were never convinced that 
their francs represented gold, because they never saw any tangible evidence. 
NOW he will know that the Government is minting his francs at exactly the: 
rate provided in the law of 1928. — New York Times

Editorial Comment — Numismatic News 


MORE COMMEMORATIVE HALF DOLLARS. 


When President Hoover, in 1930, vetoed the bill authorizing the issue of 
a half dollar commemorating the seventy-fifth anniversary of the Gadsden 
Purchase, on the ground that the practice of issuing commemorative coins 
was a “misuse of our coinage system,” it was generally felt by coin collect- 
ors that the end of the rather prolific issue of such half dollars had been 
r each e d. — A t i ftaa t . i t sppm pd mit of the question that any others would be 
authorized during his administration. 

But after four years the practice has been revived without apparent op- 
position from the present administration. The year 1934 has seen the issue 
of the Maryland Tercentenary half dollar; during October a part of the 
authorized issue of Texas Memorial and Daniel Boone half dollars were 
struck, and an issue for the Arkansas Centennial has been authorized. There 
has also been an issue of the Oregon Trail half dollars dated 1934, and it is 
stated that half dollars for Connecticut will be issued in 1935. 

An issue of 600,000 of the DanieP Boone half dollars is authorized, and 
500,000 of the Arkansas pieces. The acts authorizing these issues were 
approved last May and read as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That, in commemoration of the 
two-hundredth anniversary of the birth of Daniel Boone, there shall be coin- 
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ed by the Director of the Mint six hundred thousand 50-cent pieces of stand- 
ard size, weight, and silver fineness and of a special appropriate design to be 
fixed by the Director of the Mint, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to be legal tender in all payments at face value; but the United 
States shall not be subject to the expense of making the models or master 
dies or other preparations for this coinage. 

Sec. 2. That the coins herein authorized shall be issued at par and only 
upon the request of the secretary of the Daniel Boone Bicentennial Com- 
mission. 

Sec. 3. Such coins may be disposed of at par or at a premium by said 
Commission and all proceeds shall be used in furtherance of the Daniel 
Boone Bicentennial Commission projects. 

Sec. 4. That all laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins 
of the United States and the coining or striking of the same; regulating and 
guarding the process of coinage; providing for the purchase of material, 
and for the transportation, distribution, and redemption of the coins; for 
the prevention of debasement or counterfeiting; for security of the coin; or 
for any other purposes, whether said laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so 
far as applicable, apply to the coinage herein directed. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in commemoration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the admission of the State of Arkansas into 
the Union there shall be coined at the mints of the United States five hundred 
thousand silver 5 0-cent pieces of such design as the Director of the Mint, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may select; but the 
United States shall not be subject to the expense of making the models or 
master dies or other preparations for this coinage. 

Sec. 2. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of the 
United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and guard- 
ing the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, for the 
transportation, distribution, and redemption of the coins, for the prevention 
of debasement or counterfeiting, for security of the coin, or for any other 
purposes, whether said laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so far as appli- 
cable, apply to the coinage authorized by this Act. 

Sec. 3. The coins authorized by this Act shall be issued only to the 
Arkansas Honorary Centennial Celebration Commission, or its duly author- 
ized agent, in such numbers, and at such times as they shall be requested 
by such Commission or any such agent, and upon payment to the United 
States of the face value of such coins. 



FHANKLIX BIFOCAL SKSQUI-CKNTFXNIAL. 


It is just 150 years since Benjamin Franklin first conceived the idea of 
mounting together in one spectacle frame the halves of two lenses of differ- 
ent powers, thereby obtaining the convenience and the comfort of good 
vision for both near and far objects. Since that day bifocal manufacture 
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has made long steps forward until the present time, when optical science 
offers bifocals that are not only attractive in appearance but also distinctly 
effective from the standpoint of optical performance. This medal, com- 
memorating Franklin's outstanding contribution to the eyes of mankind, is 
sponsored by the Bausch & Lomb Optical Co., of Rochester. It measures 
2% inches in diameter and was prepared by the Medallic Art Company, 
New York City. 


TENTH ISSUE OF THE SOCTETY OF MEDALISTS. 

Below is illustrated the tenth issue of the Society of Medalists, 30 Rocke- 
feller Plaza, New York City. The medal is 2 % inches in diameter. The 
designs are by Albert Laessle, sculptor, of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Laessle says: “Wishing to symbolize the abundance of America, I 
have chosen for my medal two truly Amer'can subjects, the turkey and 
the corn. On the obverse is the turkey. Native to this country, it is 
especially connected in our minds with Thanksgiving, for it was a gift of 
the New World to the early settlers. Roaming wild through the forest, 
the turkey, by its strength and love of liberty, foreshadowed the strength 
and liberty of the new country. I have depicted the turkey with ruffled 
feathers, its pride and the vigor of its youth symbolizing the growth of the 
young America. Ever since the famine of 1620, when the Pilgrims shot 
turkeys and cultivated maize, this courageous bird has symbolized the favor 
of Providence for the Americans. Nature is kind to the United States. 



The corn, on the reverse of the medal, is also indigenous to America, 
having been presented by the Indians to the first settlers There is some- 
thing especially beautiful about the growing corn, with its long leaves rust- 
ling in the wind. The flower appears, and finally the ear, — the apotheosis 
of the corn. The ear of corn which I have depicted is triumphant, rhythmic 
with the pulse of life. It symbolizes true wealth. It is the culmination of 
the harvest, when man, flushed by his labors in the summer sun, gathers to 
granarlon t h e _ear th The t urkey and the corn thus seem 

to me most fully to symbolize the abundance which the name of America 
signifies among the nations.” 


( OIN THEFT IN SALT LAKE ( ITY. 

Norman Shultz, coin dealer. Salt Lake City, Utah, reports that on the 
evening of October 20 a number of coins and stamps were stolen from his 
office. The coins included about 200 Oregon Trail half dollars, 1934; other 
commemorative half dollars, including Panama-Pacific, Monroe, Pilgrim, 
Grant, Sesqui-Centennial, California and Columbian, and two Panama-Pacific 
half dollars. Also a number of foreign silver coins. Several stock books 
of stamps were also taken. 
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DISTRIBUTION OF COMMEMORATIVE HAUF DOLLARS. 

At its August meeting the Bronx Coin Club (New York City) passed a 
resolution opposing the issuing of any more Oregon Trail commemorative 
half dollars unless a change was made on either the obverse or reverse. 
(There have been four issues of these coins, dated 1926, 1928, 1933 and 
1934.) 

At its October meeting the Heart of America Numismatic Association 
(Kansas City) passed a resolution condemning the practice of organizations 
for whose account commemorative coins are struck in placing an unusually 
large number of any issue in the hands of any one dealer. The resolution 
urged that certain restrictions be placed on the sale of such coins, and that 
the American Numismatic Association take up the matter with the Govern- 
ment. 

Following this suggestion, Nelson T. Thorson, President of the A. N. A., 
sent the following letter to the Director of the Mint: 

October 13, 1934. 

The Honorable Director of the Mint, U. S. A., 

Washington, D. C. 

Honorable Sir: 

May we take this opportunity of calling to your attention a matter per- 
taining to coin collectors of commemorative half dollars. 

Sincere protests and complaints have come to our attention regarding the 
monopoly, or rather exclusive acquisition, of the late commemorative issues 
by others than the original association for which they were struck. We 
appreciate that business is involved to make the transaction profitable to a 
third party. However, the objection seems to center on the fact that the 
mint sells the coins to the memorial association for 50 cents. The associa- 
tion, in turn, sells it for |1. At this point the collectors wish to have the 
privilege of acquiring the coin at $1, as intended, and no more. 

We object to the issuing association disposing of the entire output to a 
third party, which is disposed to advance the price to $2.50, or over double 
that amount, at the expense of collectors, and no doubt contrary to all good 
intentions. 

Thanking you in advance for your opinion on this matter, that we may 
with intelligence answer further complaints.

To this letter the following reply was received from the acting Director 
of the Mint: 


October 18, 1934. 

Mr. Nelson T. Thorson, 

President American Numismatic Association, 

Omaha, Nebraska. 

Dear Sir: 

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of October 13th, relative to the 
purchase of commemorative coins. 

The acts passed authorizing the issue of commemorative coins provide, 
as you are aware, that the coins shall be paid upon the request of the or- 
ganization bringing about the legislation. These coins are turned over at 
face value to the agent named in the act or to the agent named by the asso- 
ciation to which the act directed the coins should be delivered. 

These coins have face value in circulation and are carried on the books 
of the Treasury as any other coins so far as their face value is concerned. 
We have no jurisdiction over the rates charged for these coins once they are 
delivered to the agency authorized to receive them.

This correspondence shows that no progress has been made toward the 
end sought. The Bureau of the Mint, or its Director, has no voice in the

matter except to carry out the provisions of the enabling act. If any change 
in existing conditions is to be made, it will have to come through the acts 
authorizing the issue of the coins. As a forward step the proper plan 
would be to present the matter to the Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
Measures of the next House of Representatives, either through a communi- 
cation or by a representative delegation of members of the A. N. A. This 
committee considers all bills affecting the coinage, and its report to the 
House carries much weight. A better way would be to have such restric- 
tions incorporated in the bill when it is presented to the House. But the 
difficulty is that the public does not usually learn of proposed commemora- 
tive issues until the bills authorizing them have been passed. 

We believe the Heart of America Numismatic Association is in error in 
assuming that a contract is entered into between the Government and the 
commission or agency desiring an issue of these coins. Unless we are mis- 
taken, there is no such contract. The terms under which they are issued 
are set forth in the different acts authorizing them. The practice is to fix 
the maximum number that may be coined, and then let the agency order 
them in such quantities as it feels disposed, payment for each order being 
required before they are taken from the mint. Once the coins have been 
received by the agency, there are no restrictions as to their distribution. 

For the information of our newer readers, the texts of the enabling acts 
for the Daniel Boone and the Arkansas half dollars are published elsewhere 
in this issue. 


THE KIRTLANl) SOC IETY HANK BUILDING. 

I was very much interested to read in the October issue of The Numisma- 
tist the account of the convention side trip to Kirtland, Ohio, since I have 
devoted some time during the past year to the study of the Kirtland Society 
and the notes. Why did the sightseers fail to visit the old bank building 
while they were there? This should have been even more apropo than the 
stop at the church, since it was from the bank that the bills actually ema- 
nated, whereas the church structure played only a secondary part in the 
story.

The Kirtland Society Bank building, now being used as a private dwelling, 
is still standing at the main intersection of the road at the foot of the hill 
just a short distance from the temple. During my vacation in July I had 
the pleasure of a personal interview with the present occupant of the build- 
ing, who seemed well versed in the history of the place. According to the 
information he gave me at the time, the original structure was designed by 
Peter French and stood about forty feet high. A disastrous fire in 1914 or 
thereabouts gutted the entire interior of the building and completely burned 
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away the roof. In reconstructing the place after the fire, the upper portion 
of the building was cut down to give the place its present height, and a new 
roof was built. 

The bricks used in constructing the 22-inch-thick walls of the original 
structure were actually made “on location,” at a point within a quarter of 
a mile of the building. Until a few years ago, when the front porch was 
added, one of the original bank signs was still visible to the eye. It read 
in large letters over the front door, “CASH IN EXCHANGE.” 

The enclosed photograph taken last July shows the present appearance 
of the famous structure. It is to be regretted that the visitors at the Cleve- 
land convention were denied the opportunity of visiting the place in person. 

I should like to offer an addition to Mr. Wismer’s list of Kirtland notes 
published in the December, 1931, issue of The Numismatist. There exists 
an altered variety of the $3 note which should be listed between his No. 251 
and 252. I know that alterations appear on the $1, $2 and $3 notes, but 
have been unsuccessful in learning of the existence of this type of $5 or 
$10, listed as No. 253 and 255. I should be pleased to hear from any col- 
lect who may know of the existence of such bills.

Behind The Scenes

In looking over the old volume of The Numismatist for 189 4 — which, by 
the way, has a list of the current members of the A. N. A. — one is struck 
by the fact that most of these old members are dead. Here and there we 
find the name of a collector who is still with us. The living include Carl 
Wurtzbach, Henry Chapman, George J. Bauer, H. E. Deats, F. C. Merritt 
and D. C. Wismer. Yes, there are a few others — no brickbats please! 

Dr. Heath, the soul of the A. N. A. in those days, and publisher of The 
Numismatist, was, from reports, a kindly man and a staunch advocate of 
numismatics. He encouraged beginners. His passing was a great loss, 
although the late Mr. Proskey belabored his character as well as that of 
Mr. Frossard, Sr. 

In 1894 they made a bonfire at the mint and burned up 1070 coin dies. 
Think of the proofs and beautifully struck, uncirculated gems which came 
from this die assemblage — the bright red cents, 1793s, 1800s, 1809s and so 
on — a grand mint clean-up and nothing left but a mass of misshapen metal. 
Next time I’ll have a word to say about the minting of certain of these old 
pieces, provided your patience and curiosity are lasting. 

Jake Weigel made a big find of paper money once. Jake is still with us, 
basking out among the orange groves. He exited from mosquitoland some 
years ago. 

Your uncle seeks numismatic adventures and is making an early start — 
a little disfigured, but still in the numismatic ring. Look for me next month. 
Like others, I’m “going somewhere,” even if the late Mr. Deutsch, of the 
Medallic Art. said: “You can’t make anything out of coin collecting. It’s 
too dry.” Deutsch was not a drinker either. Let me see if I can’t put a 
little pep into it. 


ANCIENT BURIED TREASURE FOUND IN RUSSIA. 

Treasure hastily buried many centuries ago, perhaps by a wealthy mer- 
chant or a group of merchants in fear of a raid, has been unearthed near 
Lake Ladoga in Russia. It was taken to the Hermitage Museum in Lenin- 
grad. 

The treasure consists of 11,000 silver coins and hundreds of pieces of 
unminted silver. The coins are Saxon, Danish, Czech and Italian. Some 
are of the eleventh century. Similar treasures of coins from all parts of 
the ancient world have been found in parts of the Baltic region, notably 
at Wisby. The coins recently found were in a copper kettle.

Obituary 

HENRY RUSSELL DROWNE. 

Trapped in his home by fire on November 15, Henry Russell Drowne, his 
wife and two servants were burned to death before firemen could rescue 
them. The five-story home at 30 6 West 78th street, New York City, with its 
contents, including his collection of coins and medals and art objects, were 
destroyed. He was 74 years old. 

Mr. Drowne was a prominent figure in numismatics in the New York dis- 
trict. He had been a member of the A. N. A. for many years. He was also 
a member of the American Numismatic Society, having served as an officer 
of the society over a long period. He was a retired woolen merchant, and 
it was his custom to spend the winters in North Carolina, but this year he 
had decided to remain in New York. 

He was a life member of the New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Society, and a member of the New York Historical Society, the Sons of the 
Revolution of the State of New York and the Rhode Island Society of the 
Cincinnati. 

Mr. Drowne was born in New York on August 31, 1860, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Thayer Drowne. His family came from old New England 
stock that had played a prominent part in the founding of Rhode Island. 

Mr. Drowne had been married three times and his present wife, who per- 
ished with him, whom he married several years ago, was the former Miss 
Mabel Waldren, of New York. Besides a son by his second wife, Mr. Drowne 
is survived by three daughters, Mrs. Edith Riley, of Riderwood, Md.; Mrs. 
Mary White, of Asheville, N. C., and Miss Mildred Drowne, who is a student 
at Duke University.

Lucien S. Kilborn, No. 237 8 of the A. N. A., collapsed while walking at 
Seventeenth and Curtis streets, Denver, Col., on September 18th, and died 
before a police surgeon arrived.

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death was due to heart trouble, induced by old age. He was 85 years old.

Coins exhibited and talked about were: A Lydian coin, 
reputed to be of King Croesus, the earliest coin; a coin of Syracuse, the 
great Greek city in Sicily; a Roman As Libralis, cast bronze; Romano-Cam- 
panian triens, cast bronze; Egypt, largest bronze, Ptolemy II; China, a cash 
of the emperor who built the Great Wall, 214 B. C.; India, coin of the Pah- 
lavis with Indian and Greek inscriptions, 100 B. C.; Roman aureus of Nero, 
the beauty of which proves existence of civilized people in spite of the horror 
of the executions which took place under him in Rome; a denarius of Tibe- 
rius, C. S. with L. X. (Tenth Legion), a running pig (to mock the Jews), 
and a little dolphin (Tenth Legion emblem; this Legion it was which de- 
stroyed Jerusalem, 70 A. D., this C. S. being made there to mark the occa- 
sion); Byzantine, large bronze, of Justinian I, the great law-giver; silver 
coin of Caliph Omar II of Damascus, whose attempt to capture Constanti- 
nople was frustrated by the mysterious Greek Fire, which, flung by the de- 
fenders from catapults, burned the Caliph’s ships; a deniarus novus, of 
Charlemagne, the first Holy Roman Emperor; a cup-shaped silver piece of 
Norman Sicily (the Normans were invited to Sicily to chase out the Arabs, 
and stayed to become its rulers); a piece of Hulagu, the Mongol chieftain 
(brother of Kublai Khan, grandson of Genghis Khan), who destroyed Bagh- 
dad and ended the Baghdad Caliphate; India, square rupee of Akbar the 
Great, Moghul Emperor, whose sway over India is now occupied by King 
George V of England; a crown, 1666, of that pitiful figure, Mary, Queen of 
Scots, with Henry, Lord Darnley (a Queen who was to have her career end 
by decapitation on the scaffold); a Swedish crown of the great Protestant 
leader Gustavus Adolphus, 163 2 (the year he fell in battle in an advance 
through Germany) ; India, a double rupee of Tippoo Sahib, the Gandhi of 
his time, who materially assisted the American Revolution by keeping many 
British troops occupied in India, and a 40-lire gold piece of Napoleon the 
Great of Italy. 

Dr. Harbeck exhibited a number of coins of all ages exhibiting serpents 
upon them, but desired not to speak about them until he had investigated 
the religious symbolism more thoroughly. 
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The secretary desires to state, in fairness to Mr. Carlsen, that the re- 
marks (except those as to the Swedish coins of Abo, Finland) on Finland in 
the report of last meeting are those of the writer, in an effort to throw light 
upon the more recent history of the country, and were derived from various 
works.

Portsmouth, New Hampshire 

About 1735 a company was organized in New Hamp- 
shire, and issued notes payable in New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and Rhode Island Bills, or in 
gold, silver or hemp. 

The New Hampshire Bank of Portsmouth, chartered 
in 1792, was the first State Bank in New Hampshire, and 
the only bank in the State from 1792 to 1802. 

Portsmouth celebrated the 200th anniversary of its 
settlement in 1823, so that it was known as an ‘‘Old 
Town by the Sea,’^ in 1824, wlien Tlie Piscataqua Bank, 
of Portsmouth, was incorporated for the purpose of in- 
creasing the banking facilities of the town. The “Pis- 
cataqua Exchange Bank, incorporated in 1844, was 
established to succeed the Piscataqua Bank, and con- 
tinued in business under that title until 1863, when it 
was changed to The First National Bank of Portsmouth.
